By unanimous vote the city demo- 
cratic executive committee Wednes- 
day night enlarged its membership 
from forty-four to sixty-six and 
named women to fill the new posi- 
tions, two in each of the eleven 
wards. Committeeman W. R. Fd- 
wards, of the second ward, offered 
vigorous opposition in the debate 
but failed to back it up with his 
vote and remained silent when he 
saw he was hopelessly beaten. 

The committee acted on the reso- 
Jution introduced by Committeeman 
J. P. Wall, of the eleventh ward, 
which provided for increasing the 
number of the body by two mem- 
bers in each ward, to be women 
nominated by the respective ward 
delegations, confirmed by the cor- 
mittee, and appointed by the chair- 


man. ( 


mitteeman Carl Dolvin to give wo- 
men the privilege to serve as man- 
agers and clerks at the primary 
election, was referred to the rules 
committee. 

Delegations Prepared. 

Fach ward delegation came to the 
meeting prepared to nominate the 
feminine delegates who were to be- 
come their associate members, and 
the nominations, confirmation and 
appointments were made at the ses- 
gion. They will be notified of their 
appointment by Chairman ae Be 
Haunson. 

After admitting the women to 
membership the committee voted to 
adjourn until Tuesday night, June 


- 21, when the new members will par- 


ticipate in fixing the rules and the 
date of the municipal primary. 
Mrs. Minnie A. Hale. named as 
one of the sixth ward members, was 
present at the meeting. Following 
her appointment she was invited 
to a seat within the railing in- 
closure and became the first woman 
in Atlanta to sit as a member of 
the body that governs her munici- 
pal primaries. Mrs. Hale is an at- 
torney and was the first woman to 
be admitted to the bar in Georgia. 
Edwards Opposes Election.

LASKER TO HEAD 
5, SHIP BOARD 


President Gives Senate 
Nominations for All”7 
Places—Benson Among 
New Appointees.

Washington... June 8.—Nomina- 
tions for the seven vacant places 
on the shipping board finally were 
sent to the senate today by Presi- 
dent Harding. 
Failing in three months’ search 
for a man of practical shipping éx-_ 
perience to head the board, the 
president gave the chairmanship to 
A. D. Lasker, a Chicago advertising 
man, who accepted with a pledge 
to place the board immediately on 
a sound business basis and to 
seek the advice of shipping men 
generally in the dffficult period 
ahead. 

Three other republicans. Edward 
Cc. Plummer, of Maine, T. V. O’Con- 
nor, of New York, and Meyer Liss- 
ner, of California, and three demo- 
crats, former Senator G. E. Cham- 
berlain, of Oregon, Frederick I. 
Thompson, of Alabama, and Rear 
Admiral William 8. Benson, U. S. 
N., retired, a native of Georgia, 
were nominated for the other places 
on the board. In the new list Ad- 
miral Benson, now serving as board 
chairman under an appointment of 
President Wilson, becomes its jun- 
ior member, having been named 
for a term of only one year while 
the terms of the others range up 


to six.

To Frame Policy Soon. 

Inauguration of a definite ship- 
ping policy is expected to follow 
senate confirmation of the new 
board, whose members will con- 
fer in a body with President Har- 
ding before they begin work. 

Sale of the war-time merchant 
fleet government vessels, determin- 
ation of new relations with various 
foreign shipping lines, and final 
adjustment of the marine strike are 
some of the problems. that await 
immediate solution. 

In a statement accepting his ap- 
pointment today, Mr. Lasker asked 
for the patience and co-operation 
of private business in this task. 

“It will be the first duty of the 
board,” he said, “to do those things 
which are necessary to end incom- 
petence and make the board a busi- 
ness institution building by business 
principles and builded up to busi- 
ness standard. It may be necessary 
to accomplish this to tie more of 
our ships to the docks. It would 
be folly to promise the impossible. 
There must be time to prepare the 
way to construction and reconstruc- 
tion. We bespeak the patience and 
confidence of the public and of con- 
gress during this difficult period.” 

Fight Over Lasker. 

Scarcely had the nomination of 
Mr. Lasker reached the _ capitol 
when an attack upon his qualifica- 
tions was launched in the house 
by Representative Byrnes, demo- 
erat, of Tennessee, who declared 
the president's appointee had spe- 
cialized in advertising soup —and 
beans and admitted he knew noth- 
Lasker was 
defended ,.by Chairman Good, of the 
appropriations committee and by 
Representatives Chindblom and 
Madden, both republicans, of Illi- 
nois. Mr. Madden characterized the 
prospective chairman as one of 
the ablest men in the country.” 

As a special mark of approval!) 
for former Senator Chamberlain, 
his nomination was confirmed al- 
most as soon as it was .zeceived 
in the senate. The action was tak- 
en in open executive session with- 
out the usual] formality of a com- 
mittee inquiry, and was approved 
without a dissenting vote.

SIMS ATTACKED 
FOR STATEMENTS 
IN LONDON SPEECH 


Denby Cables Admiral for 
Confirmation; Declares 
Himself Amazed at Some 
of Remarks Made.

SPEECH “DISGUSTING,” 


M’CORMICK DECLARES 


Latest “Indiscretion” of 
War Commander Brings 
Many Comments From 
Government Officials.

Washington, June 8.—Rear Ad- 
miral William S. Sims, commander 
of the American naval forces over- 
seas during the war, has created 
a situation of “great delicacy,” in 
the opinion of Secretary of the Navy 
Denby. 

This was part of Denby’s com- 
ment on <the admiral’s speech be- 
fore the English-speaking union in 
London, after Denby had cabled 
Sims ordering him to inform the 
navy department immediately 
whether he wae correctly quoted in 
press dispatches. Denby declared, 
in his cable, that he had “read with 
amazement” certain extracts from 
Sims’ speech. 

The remarks of the American ad- 
miral, in which he attacked the Sinn 
Fein movement and referred with 
bitterness to certain types of Amer- 
icans, attracted wide comment in 
Washington, both in naval circles 
and in congress. 


Cables Sima. 


Senator Meéaill McCormick, of 
Illinois, ‘branding the Sims speech 
as “disgusting” led the criticism 
and complained formally, both to 
President Harding and Secretary 
Denby against the utterance. Den- 
by’s cable to,Sims followed the visit 
from McCormick. 

Denby stated, however, that he 
had not conferred with the president 
on the subject and that he assumed 
full responsibility for the inaqyiry 
to Sims. Denby added that he had 
“decided views” in the situation 
created by Sims, but that he would 
not indicate what action would be 
taken against the admiral, in the 
event the later confirmed the dis- 
patches quoting his address. 

An order ie being framed in the 
navy now, Denby said, which aims 
to remove any suggestion of cen- 
sorship from the writings or oral 
utterances of officers, but this made 
it all the more important, he added, 
that officers exercise epecial care 
in their remarks. 

“It is grossly improper,” Senator 
McCormick said, “for a naval offi- 
cer abroad to asperse the loyalty 
of a great number of his fellow citi- 
gens. Admiral Sims, not by impli- 
cation but by his own direct state- 
ments, charged that not a handful, 
but multitudes of his fellow citizens 
are actuated first, not by devotion 
to America, but to the cause of some 
other people, Thank God, we know 
that is not true. We know that 
Americans, of whatever blood, above 
all are Americans, though they cher- 
ish sentiments for the land of their 
origin—England in the case of some, 
like Admiral] Sims; Ireland or some 
other land in the case of others. 

McCormick Disgusted. 

"Tt does not become any Ameri- 
ican to go abroad to pass public 
strictures upon his fellow citizens. 
I am disgusted that an American 
naval] officer with the splendid rec- 
ord of Admiral Sims, at the end 
of his active service, should de- 
liver such a speech.” 

Sims reaches the age of retire- 
ment in October, 1922. 

Senator LaFollette, of Wisconsin, 
author of the resolution for recog- 
nition of the Irish republic, referred 
to Sims’ speech as “unfortunate,” 
but refused to comment further. He 
declared, however, that he would 
comment upon it when he calls up 
his measure in a few days. LaFol- 
lette’s resolution is of the charac- 
ter which Sims advised the British 
to ignore as “forced by Jackass’ 
votes.” 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, de- 


clared that if Sims. was correctly 

quoted, his speech was “simply 

nauseating.” | 
Sims on Vacation. 

Sims, who is president of the 
Naval War college at Newport, R. 
I, went to England on a vacation 
and to receive a degree from a 
British university. The situation 
created by his speech aroused un- 
usual interest because of his ex- 
cellent naval record, which invari- 
ably has been coupled with a ten- 
dency toward insurgency. 

Naval officers recalled that in 1898,

ACTION ON RATES 
BY COURT OPENS 


Ruling of State Rail Board 
in Augusta- Aiken Case 
Made Void by United 
States Judges’ Decision. 


|'OTHER CORPORATIONS 
MAY APPEAL TO COURT 


Must Rest Upon Own 
Merit—Candler Not Yet 
Ready to Talk. 


As a result of a decision handed 
down in the United States district 
court Wednesday afternoon grant- 
ing the <Augusta-Aiken Railway 
and Electric corporation to charge 
a ten cent street car fare instead of 
a seven cents charge, as ordered by 
the state railroad commission, the 
way for any public utilities cor- 
corporation in Georgia, seeking to 
overthrow the rulings of the board, 
has been opened. 

Each case that is carried to the 
federal court will rest on its own 
merit but the decision of Wednes- 
day is important fn that any pub- 
lic service corporation claiming 
that its property is being confiscat+ 
ed without due process of law may 
appeal to the federal district court. 

In addition to making this con- 
tention, however, the Augusta- 
Aiken is an interstate corporation 
and had this right to appeal to 
the United States district court. 
While the court granted the _ in- 
creased car fare, it refused to or- 
der higher electric rites ftom a 
base rate of ten cents a kilowatt 
hour to twelve cents. 

Judges Samuel Sibley, Alex C. 
King and Henry D. Clayton render- 
ed the cecision. 

In the order the commission is 
restrained temporarily from inter- 
fering with the company in the es- 
tablishment of a stréet car rate not 
to exceed 10 cents until further or- 
ders of the court. 

The state railroad commission 
order of April 30, 1920, fixing the 
rate on electric current on a base 
of 10 cents a kilowatt hour was 
upheld. 

The decision of the court applies 
only to the properties of the Augus- 
ta company althought similar ac- 
tion can be taken by other utility 
companies, In such an event each 
case having to stand on its merits. 

Candler to Examine Order, 

Chairman C. Murphey Candler, of 
the state railroad commission, said 
he would have no statement to 
make on the case until he exam- 
ines the order of the court and other 
data. 

In its action the Augusta company 
sought to obtain a permanent and 
temporary injunction’ restraining 
the commisston from enforcing its 
order of April 39, 1920. It sought 
to supplant the rates contained in 
that order with a new schedule of 
rates which it submitted to the 
court for approval. 

Final arguments in the case were 
submitted Tuesday afternoon by J. 
Prince Webster, Atlanta, and H. H. 
Jackson and Boykin Wright, of 
Augusta, representing the company, 
and Judge J. K. Hines, special coun- 
sel for the commission representing 
that body. Judge Hines was assisted 
in the preparation of the case by 
E. M. Price, rate expert of the com- 


mission. Archibald Blackshear, city 
attorney of Augusta, represented 
that city but under a ruling of the

Washington, June 8.—(By Con- 
Sstisution Leased Wire.)—The repub- 
lican. party, through its executive

Executive Session Held. 

The board's action in going into 
executive session to consider’ the 
annual nominations was extraordi-' 
nary procedure. It has been a cus- 
tom of the board to hold secret 
session in the case of charges 
against a teacher or.a pupil, but an 
annual election behind closed doors 
has not been held before in years, 
if ever. 

On. what grownd Mr. Hutcheson 
will oppose Miss Campbell] and 
the teachers was not disclosed by 
him at the meeting nor afterward, 
but he intimated that he will make 
public his objections at the meeting 
Friday.

SENATE REVERSES 
ARMY SIZE STAND 


Washington, June 8.—Rejecting 
committee provisions for a’ mini- 
mum army of 170,000 men for the 
next fiscal year, the senate today 
passed the army appropriation bill 
carrying a total of $334,000,000 and 
making provision for an army of 
not less than 150,000 men. The 
house had previously provided for 
an average strength of 150,000. 

Advocates of economy and a smal! 
army came to the front in the fina] 
hour of debate, poured a hot at- 
tack on the committee provision for 
an enlisted personnel of 170,000 and 
then mustering their forces voted 
down, 36 to 32, the committee amehd- 
ment, By a like majority of 4 votes, 
the Senate yesterday had accepted 
the 170,000 figure, so that today’s 
vote constituted a direct reversal. 

The army budget now gves to 
conference for the compromise of 
senate and house differences. The 
house bill carried  apprapriations 
totaling about $14,000,000 less than 
the senate measure.

Effingham 
mentions some rust in grain crops, Except- 
ing peaches and pears, all crops are said 
to be good in Emannel: excessive rains.

west, 

Senator Harris has been active in 
the fight for reductions of freight 
and passenger rates since last De- 
cember. The roads have repeatedly 
declined all petitions, and the in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
failed to afford any avenue of re- 
lief.

While the naval regulations do 
not apply specifically to a case such 
as the present Sims incident, it is 
pointed out that there is ample pre- 
cedent for a reprimand to Sims, not 

only in his own experience, but in 
situations which have affected other 
men in the service. 

Clashes with his superiors are 
nothing new in the :ife of Admiral 
Sims. 

On December 3, 1910, Sims deliv- 
ered his famous Guildhall speech 
in London, in which he declared that 


blood was thicker than water, and 
that if England ever was threaten- 
ed with war, the United States would 
come to her aid. Sims drew a rep- 
rimand for this, issucd by George 
von L. Meyer, then secretary of the 
navy, at the direction of President 
Taft, who strongly criticised Sims’ 
remarks. 

On a previous occasion, in 1919, 
Sims announced that rules govern- 
ing target practice in the navy were 
“generally regarded in the fleet with 
derisive disapproval.” This was 
characterized by Beekman Win- 
throp, assistant secretary of the 
navy, as “insubordinate in charac- 
ter, disrespectful to the department 
and to your commander-in-chief.” 

Under the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, Sims received a sharp letter 


of the then Secretary of the Navy | 
Metcalf, inquiring about a magazine | 
article which criticized the navy and 
was believed to have heen inspired 
by Sims. The incident was dismiss- 
+. however, at Roosevelt's direc- | 
tion. 

Finally, in December, 1919, the dif- 
ferences between Sims and Josephus, 
Daniels came to a head in a letter 
from Sims bitterly criticizing the | 
medal awards for war service. This, 
prompted an investigation, but it) 
only led to a wider split when Sims | 
wrote another letter on lessons of! 
the war. In this letter Sims charg- | 
ed the navy with woeful unprepar- | 
edness and inefficiency. The Sims-! 
Daniels controversy followed, lead- | 
ing to a senate investigation, which 
occupied nearly three months. The 
senate naval committee has never | 
submitted a report on the hearings. |

HOEFER WILL NOT 


GO FORWARD. 

Berlin, June 8.—The British com- 
mander in Upper Silesia has received 
a definfte undertaking from General 


fense forces, that he will refrain 
from any forward movement. This 
aseéurance was the outcome of re- 
cent Anglo-French representations 
to the German authorities. . 

General von Hoefer has issued a 
remarkable communique with refer- 
ence to a collision with the French 
forces at Kalueow in which, after 
justifying the advance of his out- 
posts 40 Rosinankaw as due to the 
aggressiveness of the Poles, he 
states that. considerable firing oc- 
curred at Rosinankaw between the 
Germans and the French ‘troops and 
seven Frenchmen, two of them 
wounded, were brought hack as 
prisoners. 

The communique concludes: “The 
French ought to apologize for this 
incident.” 

The fighting at Kandrzin, Upper 
Silesia, Monday night resulted in 
the repulse of the Polish insurgents 
with very severe loseses, after they 
had made five counter attacks on 
the Germans, according to the Op- 
peln correspondent of the Daily 
Mail. 

The Germans took 1,700 prisoners. 
There were wild scenes when these 
prisoners were taken into the town; 
the police barracks were stormed 
and ten of the prisoners were killed 
by the infuriated Bavarians, who 
declared to have found three Ba- 
varian students crucified in a neigh- 
boring forest. 

The Poles in their retreat blew 
up all the-bridges and looted and 
set fire to the villages, the dispatch 
says. Fghting now centers around 
Birawa. 

Thi scorrespondent declares that 
the Poles evecuated Rosenberg be- 
fore the British arrived.

HARDWICK TO PLAN 
POLICY ON TAXES 


With the general assembly con- 
vening June 22, the financial poli- 
cies of the new administration, 
which will be advocated for passage 
this probably will be decided during 
the present week when Governor- 
elect Thomas W. Hardwick holds a 
— with state tax authori- 
ties. 


There is under consideration by 
some of the state authorities a plan 
which will be suggested to Mr. 
Hardwick, for a more or less revolu- 
tionary amendment to the consti- 
tution. This would provide for the 
main burden of taxation falling on 
incomes and finished products of 
manufacturing plante and industrial 
enterprises, with a secondary right 
to levy an ad valorem tax if the 
state should néed to go so in order 
to meet a deficit. 

Would Kill Equalization. 

The plan would segregate the 
principal items so that the. state 
alone would levy a tax upow them, 
and the counties and municipalities 
would be left to deal with property 
taxes for themselves, Under such 
a proposed system the tax equaliza- 
tion system would become obsolete 
and the new system would be auto- 
matically enforceable within itself. 

Mr. Hardwick’s attitude toward 
this proposition, it is known, al- 
though some weeks ago he express- 
ed the belief that this is not the 
time for providing for an income 
tax, in view of the fact that the 
government taxes already 
are burdensome in that respect. 

Another suggestion which. will 
be proposed to the legislature di- 
rect will be an amendment to the 
general tax act which will cause 
to be filed with the boardg of coun- 


ty tax assessors in each county an-

The ways and means committee of 
the house of representatives wil! be 
told that these increases are sub- 
ject to an increased tax on the 
property owners and the method 
outlined above will be the one to 
be advanced to the committee as a 
way to reach such enforced enhance- 
ments,

HEALTH TALKS 


| By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE ASEPTIC LIFE. 

A correspondent makes this illu- 
sion to a letter I sent him concern- 
ing coryza: 

“Your letter gives detailed instruc- 
tions what to do when a person has 
already contracted the infection, but 
unless I am unduly thick there is 
nothing in it explaining how to pre- 
vent the inception of the infection. 
To my mind the important part of 
the whole problem is to be able to 
prevent the germs from taking hold, 
I want to know what to do to kill 
the brutes every night after the 
exposures which one has to encoun- 
ter each day in traveling about and 
meeting people in business.” 

Everybody wants to know that, 
not only in the case of respiratory 
infections (which are responsible 
for the majority of every-day ills) 
but also as regards every other in- 
fectious or communicable disease. 

Have we any germ-discouraging, 
antiseptic or germ-killing substance 
which will fill this want? 

I do not believe in, and would. not 
personally practice or prescribe the 


use of any spray, gargle, wash or 
irrigation of the nasal passages or 
in the expectation of pre- 
venting the consummation of infec- 
tions to which one has been exposed. 
But I do believe in and would per- 
sonally employ and prescribe such 
agents in the treatment of some of 
the infections in which the nasal lin- 
ing or throat is involved. My per- 
sonal opinion is given for what it 
may Or may not be worth. Some 
thoroughly competent physicians do 
recommend the use of sprays for the 
nasal passages and gargies for the 
throat,. with a view to preventing 
respiratory infections such as menin- 
gitis, infantile paralysis, diphtheria 
and coryza. 

In the course of the pandemic of 
influenza many troops awaiting de- 


barkation at a military post were 
infected. The surgeon in charge of 
one of many companies there car- 
ried out very strict prophylaxis of 
this kind, personally attending 
morning and evening to see that 
every man carefully sprayed his na- 
sal passages and gargled with dilut- 
ed Dobell’s solution. It was astrik- 
ing fact that no man in this com- 
pany developed influenza at the 
post, whereas no other company es- 
caped pretty general infection. That 
is the strongest evidence I have met 
with. 

The extreme difficulty commonly 
experienced in freeing the throat 
from diphtheria bacilli in case of 
“carriers’’ indicates how innocuous 
to disease germs is the gargle or 
spray or other medicament which 
can be employed without injuring 
the patient. The reason why I am 
personally not an advocate of such 
measures is that I think we may 
injure the lining of the nose or 
throat by our antiseptic or germl- 
cidal medicaments and so actually 
open the way for infection which 
would otherwise have been warded 
off by the natural resistance and 
the germicidal secretions of the un- 
impaired nose or throat linings. For 
the same reason I do not recommend 
the use of antiseptic or germ-de- 
stroying dentifrices. It is generally 
kn4wn that one with a fever or a 
disease may be not only uninjured 
but actually benefited by remedies 
which would perhaps do harm to a 
normal person—such as prolonged 
bed rest in the treatment of lung 
t@berculosis in the active stage. _ 

The way to prevent respiratory in- 
fections is just what I have harped 
on constantly—keep outside of the 
five-foot barrage of the person who 
has, has just had or is coming down 
with an alleged ‘‘cold.”

Dispatches from Athens, Ga., in- 

dicate that the university of that 
state is a bit perturbed because our 
Hall of Fame has recognized Dr. W. 
T. G. Morton as the discoverer of 
anaesthesia just about the time that 
the University of Georgia was about 
to confer a similar honor upon Dr. 
William Crawford Long. 
_ There need be no squabble about 
the matter. The southern college 
may heap honors as it will upon the 
Georgian Long. There is no ques- 
tion that he used ether to produce 
unconsciousness during an operation 
four years before Dr. Morton, the 
Boston dentist, made his first public 
demonstration. Dr. J. Marion Sims, 
whose statue is in Bryant park and 
who made more beneficial use of 
anaesthetics than any other surgeon 
of his day, declares tn his history of 
the discovery of ether that Dr. Long 
was ghe first “to intentionally pro- 
duce anaesthesia for surgical opera- 
tions,’”’ and he adds that the discoy- 
ery was not an accident, but: was 
reasoned out in “a philosophical and 
logical manner,” 

Nothing stood in the way. of Dr. 
Long being as celebrated as Dr. 
Morton except his own silence. If 
he had made public in 1842, ag Dr. 
Morton did in 1846, tne great ac- 
complishment, Dr. Morton probably 
would have remained obscure. But 
it was Morton who put ether into 
general use. His glory was almost 
immediately disputed by the friends 
of Dr. Charles T. Jackson, under 
whom Morton had_= studied. Dr, 
Jackson. had demonstrated, in 1833, 
that sulphuric ether could produce 
insensibility. This had been already 
shown by Faraday’s experiments in 
1818. In 1809 Sir Humphrey Davy 
had suggested the use of laughing 
gas as an anaesthetic. So there, 
within half a century, is the prog- 
ressive chain; Davy, who suggesteds 
Faraday, who made sure; Jackson, 
who demonstrated; Long, who actu- 
ally removed a tumor from an ether- 
ized patient but kept silent; and 
Morton, who not only operated but 
published. 

It would be possible to go back 
even further than Davy in the search 
for the beginning of anaesthesia. 
Lines in Pliny and Herodotus sug- 
gest that the ancient surgeons knew 
of it and there is evidence that Dr. 
Hoa Thoa, a Chinese of the third 
century, used hemp extract to pro- 
duce unconsciousness before oper- 
ating. But the world is inclined to 
bestow the laurels of discovery upon 
him who puts the benefit at every 
man’s use, We know that the 
Norsemen visited this continent, but 
it was Columbus who showed it to 
the world. We know that Oersted 
of Copenhagen, discovered the basic 
principle of the telegraph a cen- 
tury ago, but Morse made the tele- 
graph real, The elements of the 
telephone were Known before Bell 
was born, but Bell gave the usable 
article to the world. Humphrey 
Davy made a platinum. wire incan- 
descent, but Edison is the man who 
made it possible for the whole 
world to read and work under elec- 
trict light. 

Some day some genius will pro- 
duce a motor fuel to sunvplant gaso- 
lene at one-fifth the cost. The next 
day several other geniuses will pre- 
sent evidence that they discovered 
the same stuff years before. But 
thig is a selfish, although grateful, 
world. It rarely thanks a man for 
what he knows but does not tell. 
That is why Dr. Morton has enjoyed 
greater fame than Dr. Long.

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BiG LOAN 10 FARM 
BOARD IS SOUGHT

Washington, June 8.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Representa- 
tive Charles R. Crisp, of the third 
Georgia district, and the only south- 
eastern member of the ways and 
means mmittee, today introduced 
in the use a bill authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury to ioan 
to the farm loan board, to meet 
emergency demands, the sum of 
$200,000,000, the rate of interest on 
loans to farms not to exceed 5 1-2 
per cent. 

The preamble and provisions of 
the bill follows: 

hereas, the agricultural inter- 
ests of the United States are facing 
bankruptcy on account of the 
scarcity of credits; and, whereas it 
is of the utmost importance to the 
whole people of the United States, 
who depend upon the farm for food 
and raiment. that the farmers con- 
tinue to produce, which is impossi- 
ble unless they are granted some 
financial aid; and, 

“Whereas, the federal farm loan 
act was enacted for the purpose of 
affording financial credit to the 
farming interests of the United 
States; and, 

Bonds Insufficient. 

“Whereas, the forty million dol- 
dars worth of bonds recently offered 
for sale by the federal farm loan 
board will supply only three mil- 
lion dollars for each of the twelve 
land districts of the United States, 
a sum totally inadequate for their 
needs; and, ° 

“Whereas, in the present financial 
condition of the country, it will 
be impossible for the federa] farm 
loan board to sell additional bonds 
to the investing public, in any 
amount sufficient to meet the im- 
perative needs of the farming in- 
terest of the United States: and, 

“Whereas. any funds loaned by 
the federal farm loan board under 
the terms of the federal farm loan 
act are amply secured by a first 
mortgage on real estate, which in- 
insures their repayment; 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved 
by the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives of the United States in 
congress assembled, 

200,000,000 For Loan. 

“That the secretary of the treas- 
ury is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to loan to the federal farm 
loan board, out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, the sum of two hundred 
million dollars to be used by the 
federal farm loan board in making 
loans under the terms and provi- 
sions of the federal farm loan act, 
said sum to be equitably propor- 
tioned by said farm loan _ board 
among the twelve federal land 
banks created under the act approv- 
ed July 17, 1916; 

“That each of said federal land 
banks shall issue to the secretary 
of the treasury a certificate of ins 
debtedness, to become due at such 
date as the secretary of the tregs- 
ury may prescribe, and drawing 
interest at the rate of five per cent 
per annum for whatever amount 
of said sum is allocated to said fed- 
eral land bank. 

“Section—2 that each of the fed- 
eral land banks 1receiving any finds 
under the terms of this act shall 
lend same at a rate of interest not 
to exceed five and one half per 
cent. 


BUILDINGS AT GORDON 
WITHOUT PLUMBING

Washington, June 8.—(By Constli- 
tution Leased Wire.)—From reports 
on the present physical condition of 
the buildings at Camp Gordon, Geor- 
gia, it appears that the plumbing 
has been taken out of the buildings 
which makes ¢hem of doubtful val- 
uve for use as hospitals without a 
large expenditure of money. This 
information was secured by Senator 
William J. Harris today, at a con- 
ference with Brigadier General C.

Representative Willlam D. Up 
shaw, of the Atlanta district, and 
Senator Harris will continue their 
efforts to hold Camp Gordon, basing 
their position on the fact that such 
a valuable plant would be sacrificed 
if disposed of at this time. The war 
department has been interested in 
the possible value of the camp if 
forced to sale now as compared with 
subsequent sale in a few years,

Of those filing income tax returns 
for 1920, the bureau said, 1,195,107 
taxpayers with incomes of less than 
$5,000 and 391,947 with incomes of 
over $5,000, selected the installment 
plan. There now are 80,424 core- 
porations paying income taxes in in- 
stallments.

Alfred Luckinyg, counsel for 
Ford, jumped to his feet, with the 
demand “we want Mr. Joy.” “He 
was out on his yacht when the pro- 
cess server sought him,” Mr. Luck- 
ing continued. “He gave $45,000 to 
this campaign and he is a brother- 
in-law of Senator eNewberry. I'll 
never agree to proceed, without his 
presence.” 

After three lawyers and five sen- 
ators got into the discussion a tenta- 
tive agreement was announced by 
Chairman Spencer, under which two 
heart specialists will be deputized 
to examine Mr. Joy, and determine 
whether he can be called without 
endangering his life. Mr. Lucking 
demanded that the committee pick 
the doctors.

Retail power, for first 100 kilo- 
watts, 6.66 cents a kilowatt hour. 
Industrial power, first 10;000 kilo- 
wajts, 1.33 cents a kilowatt hour. 
or this schedule the company 
sought \to establish a new schedule 
as follows: 

Residential and commercial light- 
ing, 12 cénts a kilowatt hour. 
Retail power, 7.77 cents a kilowatt 


hour. 

Industrial power, 1.66 cents a kilo- 
watt hour. 

Rates Remain in Force. 

The federal court Wednesday de- 
clined to sustain the company in its 
petition for the establishment of 
the new rates on power and the 
rates fixed by the commission will 
remain in force. 
The proceedings began in July. 
1919, when the city of Augusta filed 
a complaint with the state railroad 
commission that the rates charged 


in Augusta were too high as com- 
pared to rates charged in other 
cities of similar size. The company 
immediately filed a cross bill ask- 
ing for a revision of rates and in- 
creases.in rates which would give 
it a reasonable return.

CALL MONEY DROPS 
LOWEST IN WEEKS 


New York, June &§.—Relaxed 
money rates and recurrent .weak- 
ness in foreign exchange overshad- 
owed today’s operations in the 
stock market. Call loans opened at 
7 per cent, but before mid-day eased 
to 61-2 per cent, the lowest quota- 
tion in many weeks.
